Parliamentin British hislory. The crowds along the route, lined 

by the military, cheered their Majesties and Princess Marty driving 
in the Stute-coach to Parliament. . : 

There was an unexampled array of Peers and Peeresias, whose 
sparklin¢ corone:s and jewels made » magnificent acene in the 
House of Lards. . a 

The brevity of the King’s Speech surprised everyone, 

The House of Commons was crowded when it reassambled in 
the afternoon. The Pramier was loudly cheered on his entry. 

Cal Sir Reginald Hoare moved the Address’in the custom rv 
forn. with an addendum stating that the Commons, having con- 
sid-red the Irish agreement, were teady to ratify. and congratulat- 
ing his Majesty oo the near accomplishment of the work of recon- 
ciliation, to which his Majesty had so largely contributed. 

The Right Hon. George Barnes (Labour) seconded, after which 
the Ulster member, Mr. Ronald Me Neill, unexpectetiy suggested an 
adjournment until the House knew whether Dail Exreann accepted 

. the agreement. :

The Premier. referring to the negotiators, said it wasbecoming 
manifest that in Irelandthere wera men om the Other sida who took 
risks in fighting to makepeacs hetween the two great races.

Lloyd George said it waadifficult an] dangerou~ to attemp: to define 
sach, but [reland’s guarsntee in the exercise of such status lay in 

(the fact that other Dominions would feel that their own position 
was jeopardised if an atienip: were made teencroach upon Lreland’s 
rights. He emphasised tha: there had been complete acczptanza of 
allegiance to the Crown and membership of she Empire. ” 

Referring to the limitation of lreland’s forces, the Premier 
mentioned the danger otherwise of the creation of two rival armies 
in Ireland and a possibleconflict with Ulster, Replying to an ioter- 
rogation as to how the Government proposed to enforce this 
provision. the Premier said that if the treaty were broken, the 
Empire was muite capable of dealing with the situationasit had dear 
with breaches of treaties, by far more formidable Powers. As re 
gards naval safeguards, Mr. Diord George explained the necesaizy of 
securing unquestioned free accesa to Irish ports in time of need. 

Referrring to the clause empowering Ireland to impore tariffs 
on British goods, the Premier said that the safesuard lay in the fact 
thet [reland was more dependent upon Britain than rice fers. Mr.

* figuressupplied by the growers, who seriously overstated the reduc- 
tion inacreage compared with last year. me,

THE KING AND IRELAND. . 

London, Dee. 14. 
The King in his speech at the opening of Parliament says that he 
summoned Parlament at an unusual time in order that the Irish 
agreement may be immediately submitted for their approval.

VISCOUNT TAKAHASHI. 


From Domestic Servant to 
Premier. 


The Weiji Restoration proiuced 
mosuy remmarzable and woadertul 
careers, But the career of Vis- 
count Takahashi, who was formal- 
ty appointed Premier om tha 13th. 
iuscant, is as reronrcable and as 
wonderful as soy of them. His 
history, as told by the Japanese 
papers in great detail, may be 
recounted as follows :—Viscount 
Takshasbi is officially registered 
asthe eldest son of Mr. Takaha- 
shi Koretada, a semurut of the 
Sendai clan, being born in the 
seventh month of the first year of 
Ansel (ESS4}. But it would ap- 
pearthat he really was tha soo of 
a painter in the service of the 
Yedo Government of the name of 
Kawamura, aod was adopted by 
a Takahashi, anuyhiyern (lowest 
wasssl} of tne Lord of Sendai. In 
thatcis be had some schooling, 
in the course of which he so dis- 
tinguished himself that he was 
recommended a3 & boy to be sent 
to America for atudy at the ex- 
pense of the clan. On bis arrival 
in America io 1868, however, he 
had the misfortune to have his 
money embezzled by an American 
to whom it had been unwisely 
eotrusted for transmission. In- 
stead of going to school, there- 
fore, he had to make his living as 
aservant. fois wasthe originofthe 
generally accepted repart that ba 
was sold as a tlave in America 
—astory which the date of his 
arrival thera makes" impossible. 
Anyhow, his lot was as hard as 
it he had really been a» slave; he 
had to take his scanty and coarse 
coeals out-of-doors, and it was his 
daty to look after the dogs sod 
clean the window-panes. Later 
he transferred bis services to the 
household of a rich man in Auck- 
land, where he was so badly 
treated by one of his fellow. 
servants, a Chinese cook, that he 
made up his mind to kill his per- 
secutor with thedagger which he 
always carried with him. But he 
wascoo! enough to think that he 
tmoight as well take the opinion of 
bis American master first as to 
the likely consequences of his 
meditated action. Needless to say, 


from his mot 
the astonish 

, trawail con- 
tinued until he was rescued by 
Mr Tomia ‘|Tetaunceuke, the 
Consul-General there, and 
brought to Japan after some two 
years’ stay in America, during 
which ba seams to havesupported 
the whole round of m hard 
ship He now boasts that he 
can clean platea. and knives 
acd forks, and wash ‘and jron 
shirts and curtains an well as a 
professional. But this was not 
the only fruit of his early exper. 
iences in America. He had mas 


‘| tered English toauch an oxtentthat 


he managed to pass the Custom 
‘house in Yokohama unchallanged 
by singing ditties in English as ha 
walked, and thus pretending to 
ba an American youth. It be 
had show his passport it might 
have gone hard with him, for be 
was of the Sendaiclan, which waa 
then looked upon a3 an enemy of 
the Imperial Court just reinstated 
in power. . 
TEACHER OF ENGLISH. 

Takahashi came home at a 
time very lucky for bim, for the 
English language was then so 
much ia fashion that a man who 
could read Parley's “ Universal 
History" could earn 200 senna 
month. Takahashi still in his 
teens, and yeh he was engaged 
as teacher of English at the 
Kaisei Gakko, the predecestor of 
the present Tokyo Imparia} 
University, whore he taozht 

glish to men alder than him- 
self, Being in receipt of nearly 
¥50a month,—handsome pay in 
those day3,—he was in a position 
to taste the pleasures af the city. 
Ashe wasan emisbla man with 
plenty of cash, he was so favour- 
ably received bys geisha of the 
name of Adzuma in Shimbashi 
that he ueglacted his duties at 
tha school and was dismissed.

1839, the bish odicials of the 
Bank of Japan taking offanca at 
tha promotion of their colleague 
Mr. (now Baron) Yamsmoto, the 
presant Minister of Agricolture 
and Commarca, to the Govera- 
sbip of the Bsnk, and for other 
and better reasons resigned in 
a body.

Ss such, bo was sent to 
England and France in order to 
raise foreign loans for financing 
tha war--a task in: which he 
showed much tact and ability. 
Be succedded in flosting loans 
to theamaunt of Y¥1,609,000,000. 
According tothe /éy:, Mr. Inouye, 
the present Governor of the 
Bank, was surprised at the craat 
confidence which Takahashi in- 
soired in foreign countries. 
Having proved himelf to be 
a national treasare in was of 
borrowing mones, plain Mr. 
Takahashi became Baron Tak- 
ahashi in 1907. Since then. his ad- 
vance in the official ladder has 
been. both rapid and remarkable. 
He was first appointed Governor 
of the Specie Bank and then of 
the Bank of Japan, until he 
aasumed the post of Minister 
of Finance in the Yamamoto 
Ministry in 1913. He was then 
virtually compelled to join the 
Seisukai, of which he has now 
become the President. When 
the Hara Ministry was formed. 
he sgain became Minister of 
Finance.

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BANQUE ENDUSTRIELLE. 


Following the receipt of a Mees telegram on Monday 
stating that the Frereh Governtent is again considering 
the reorganisation of the Baayue Industrielle de Chine, 
local depositors will doubtless be looking forward to more 
definite news than they have beet favoured with of late. 
According to Le Jonenu!, the Goverament is still consider- 
ing the appropriation of the balance of the Boxer In- 


demnity for the purpose—a proposition which wil! hardly} 


inspire enthusiasm or confidence.. The Chinese Govern-| 
ment has long since been given the French Boxer Indemnity 
money for the purposes of education and it is hardly a 
fair proposition for the French Government to divert the 
use of that mouev to another end. There will be strong 
objections from more than one source and our own opinion 
isthat such a scheme will be bound ‘to fall. thraugh as did 
the earlier scheme of-raising a loan upon the credit of 
China. What.is needed is’forthe French Government ta 
assutne responsibility itself. for the bank’s shortcomings, 
egj tctally in view of the fact that it was only on assurances 
being given that the Government was behind the instutu- 
tion that heavy withdrawals were prevented some months 
before the crash came. 

We think ita pity that the telegram sent from Hong- 
kong @ little while back was not phrased in such a manner 
astocall for areply. [t was simply a ptous expression of 
hope on which nowling has been heard. Creditors in 
Peking have been urginy the Miuisters for Foreign Afiairs 
and of Finance to take uy ‘the question of repayment 
of deposits and there Lave leen some very outspuken 
aiterances in the ortheru” capital, They have asked 
for a statement regarding the Bank's exact financial 
position in Cina and they want to hold the -former 
Chinese Presideut of the Bank responsible because it was 
upon repeated state:nents by him that a belief was created 
that the Bank was Hourishingly solvent. The new French 
Minister, M. Tleuriau. is being button-boled on the matter 
and there is an obvious air of impatience. We notice that 
in Singapore Mr. Justice Barrett-Lennard, before whom 
the formal winding up petition of the local branch bas 
come, has made it plain that there will be no further post- 
ponetnent of the heariny «unless there is definite evidence 
that something is being done. It was stated in Court that 
itwas a question of waiting for evideuce showing that 
creditors were likely to be paid in full or in part, but that 
owing to the absence of M. Briand in America the Paris 
position had been allowed to stand where it was. The 
_general opinion is that there his been an overfondness to 
procrastinate ‘aud that the Paris Government is’ trying to 
get out of its responsibilities as lightly as possible. The 
damage to French credit throughout the Far East seems to 
have been either overlooked or ignored. 

It should be made quite clear that the failure of the 
Bank has not only been a. serious thing. for Freach credit 
but has caused a deal of hardship and suffering to 
comparatively poor people who were encouraged to, deposit 
their savings with it. “Here in Hongkong there are man

China’s Judiciary. 

A Chinese journal records that, 
beaidea two native barcisters: of 
Hankow, tho Chief Justice of 
Hupeh and three other leading 
jodges have bean arrested by 
order of the Cantral Government 
oa account of corruption, evident- 
ly signifying bribery. It is added 
that the Ministry of Justice bas 
refused to throw the inquiry open 
to the public, which seems to 
imply that the case is a pretty 
bad one. It may be that the 
Government istpartly to blame by 


‘freason of salaries being in arrear. 


The matter is of sompinterest to 
Europeans now thac the abolition 
of extra-territoriality is under 
consideration ‘by the Powers. 
There have bean sundry signs 
that China is making an 
endeavour to reform her judicial 
system, and so far is entitted to 
credit. Although it is easy to 
magnify the importance of 
detached incidents. the Hupe2h 
case gites an indication of the 
big task involved whenthe Chief 
Justice and three puvisne judges 
the charges. 
From manos tokens it is a logical 
inference that a tremendous 
amount of’ work awaits the 
teformers, as to which the 
Powers’ committee of investiz- 
ation may be expected to provide 
some valuable enlightenment. 


Affairs in India. 


Affairs in India. assuredly dis* 
quieting enough, are somewhat 
lesa so than the opening of the 
message from London woule ce- 
rote. At aby rate, the news does 
not go much beyond what was al- 
ready known. In regard to the 
action of “ four prominent native 
members of the Imperial Legisla- 
tive Assembly 7 in accusing the 
Governmentof repressive action, 
it is difficult to know what to 
think, How can any open- 
whatever his 
nationality, seriously charge the 
Government with favouring re- 
pression when the events of the 
pas: twelvemonth are survered ? 
On comerous occasions the 
authorities, in their wish toavoid 
any such appearance, have held 
their hand toa pornt that bas not 
improbably contributed to the 
turbulence. To have delayed 
longer would have been ths most 
culpable folly.’ The same native 
members press the Government 
“to formulate ~a constructive 
policy which will recognise the 
rapid changes.” Do these sapient 
legislators mean that control 
should be handed over to Mr. 
Ghandi, and, if they donot mean 
that, what dothey mean? Nota 
few leading Indians as well as 
tbe mass of Europeans considered 
that tne Montagu-Chelrsford 
reforms jnaugurated thiz year 
are quite “rapid ™ enoughinthair 
tendeocy. The brigh: spot in the 
picture is that Benares refused t> 
emulate Allshabad in boycotting 
the Prioce. 


Sir Edgar Speyer. 

Sir Edgar Sporer, as apparently 
be still is, though divested of 
hig Privy Councillorship and of 
British nationality, wasobviously 
placed in a diffcalt position on 
the outbreak of the Groat War, 
Up till that pariod he held an 
excellent ‘record as a British 
citizen.

with a, baronetcy, while the 
regard which. he inspired is 
attested by his having bsen sworn- 
in of the Privy Council a dozen 
years ago.

NEW BILL. 

The Hon Attorney General 
moved the first reading of sn 
Ordinance to facilitate tha re- 
ciprocal enforcement of judgments 
snd awards in the Colony of 
Hongkong and in “other parts o: 
His Majesty’s dominions and io 
certain other territories. 

The “Objects and Reasons” 

stated :— 
- J. The object of this bill is to 
provide forthe reciprocal enforce- 
ment of jadgments and awardsio 
the Colony snd other parts. of 
His Majesty's dominions and in 
territories under His Majesty's 
protection. a 

2. The billfollows the lines of 
the Administration of Justice 
Act, 1920, 109& 11 Geo. 5,c. 81, 
Part IL aod is now introduced 
on instructions from the Secre- 
tary of State for tha Colonies. 
Part II of the Act is based on the 
report of theCommitteeappointed 
by the Lord Chancellor to con- 
sider the conduct of legal pro- 
ceedings between parties in the 
United Kinggom and . parties 
abroad and the enforcement of 
jodgments and awards. 

3. Clause 3 provides for the 
enforcement in the Colony of 
judgments obtained in the United 
Kiogdom. Application is to be 
made to:the Supreme Court for 
the registration of the judgment, 
sod upon registration the 
jodgment is to’ be of the. sania 
effect as if it had been obtained 
inthe Supreme Court here. The 
judgment willbe registered only 
if, in all thecircumstances of the 
case, the court thinks it just aod 
convenient that: the judgment 
should be enforced here, and sub- 
clause (2) epecifies several kinds 
of judgments which must 
not be registered. eg. judg- 
wents given by coarts acting 
without jurisdiction, judgments 
obtained fraud, and 
judgments which are the subject 
of a pending appesl. Snb-clause 
(4) provides that the judgment 
debtor is to ba given notice of the

RUBINSTEIN, 


Russian Composer of Middle 
Nineteenth Century. 


Anton Rubenstein (1830-1894) 
was a Russian by birth and the 
founder of the Ruszian National 
Conservatory of Music, yet the 
majority of : bis. compositions 
reflect the influence of Homantic 
School of Germany, where he was 
educated. Few of Huabensteins 
works arecharacteristically Rus- 
Bian. 

_The moat brilliant pianist of bis 
day, Rubenstein toured Hurope 
and America with daztling 
success, His greatest works were 
for‘piano; five piano concertos, 
many quintets for piano and 
stringed instruments; over one 
hundred songs, six symphonios, 
and thirteen opefas.
